TO 

Provide for the Weekly Payment of Wages in certain cases 
in Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1.— (1.) This Act may be cited as the Weekly Payment of Wages 
(Ireland) Act, 1892. 

(2.) This Act shall be construed as one with the Truck 
Amendment Act, 1887. 

2. — (1.) Where a workman, not being a servant in husbandry, 
10 works for wages calculated by time, the period of the payment of 
such wages shall be weekly, unless under the custom or contract of 
employment the payment is made after the expiration of less than 
a week. 

(2.) If any employer or his agent refuses at the end of a week of 
15 employment to pay to such workman the wages due in respect of that 
week, he shall be guilty of an offence against the Truck Amendment 
Act, 1887. 

3. This Act shall apply only to Ireland.
